SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Scouts No 2 Le Jeu de Pistes is classified as: 
Objectionable. 

This is because it promotes and supports the exploitation of young persons for sexual 
purposes and the use of violence to compel any person to submit to sexual conduct. 
The video recording presents males who appear to be young persons, as evidenced 
by their physical characteristics, sexual naivete, or their scout clothing, engaging in 
sexual activity depicted in an explicit manner. Two scenes in the feature component 
depict adult men forcing young males to engage in sexual activity. A brief depiction in 
a trailer depicts what presents as forced fellatio. The focus on youth permeates the 
recording to such an extent that if excisions were made to the video recording it would 
not change its overall effect. 

Because s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 applies 
to this publication, si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) does 
not apply. Section 3(2) is a deeming provision which overrides the NZBR Act, and 
cannot be given a meaning that is consistent with the rights and freedoms in the 
NZBR Act. 
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
